BONESEED (Chrysanthemoides mtniliferum) 
Curtis..."a shrub, l-2m. high, with spreading branches., 
introduced: garden escape, naturalised. Native in S.Africa. 

Victoria lists it as a noxious weed 
but Tasmania will not do this. The 
seeds are hard and persistant. The Vic. 
Field Nats and Bird Observers have 
working bees of members who spend 
hours pulling up young boneseeeds in 
some of the Reserves.The plants are 
very invasive and could crowd out 
our native plants.

THE BARRIgfi REEF
